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DETAILED ACTION 



This is in reference to response received 03 July 2006. Addition of new claim 12 
is acknowledged. In the amendment received 03 July 2006, applicant has amended 
previously pending claims 1-11. Claims 1-12 are pending for examination. 

Upon review of pending claims in view of originally pending claims upon which an 
office action has been issued, examiner has determined that the pending claims are 
directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally 
claimed for the following reasons: 

Newly submitted pending claims perform appraising of a real estate property by 
the means of nonlinear programming, whereas, currently pending claims perform 
appraising of a real estate by applying nonlinear optimization to a predetermined 
objective function. Applicant's current invention does not use nonlinear programming 
upon which previously presented invention was claimed. 

Therefore the newly submitted pending claims are distinct and divergent from the 
earlier claimed inventions and would require a new, divergent and different search. 
Such change in the inventions amount to a " Shift claiming another invention after an 
action given on the claimed subject matter and are therefore subject to " Election by 
Original Presentation" as analyzed above. 
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Kindly refer to the following MPEP excerpts for guidelines: 
819 Office Generally Does Not Permit Shift: 

The general policy of the Office is not to permit the applicant to shift to claiming 
another invention after an election is once made and action given on the elected 
subject matter. Note that the applicant cannot, as a matter of right, file a 
request for continued examination (RCE) to obtain continued examination 
on the basis of claims that are independent and distinct from the claims 
previously claimed and examined (i.e., applicant cannot switch inventions 
by way of an RCE as a matter of right). When claims are presented which the 
examiner holds are drawn to an invention other than the one elected, he or she 
should treat the claims as outlined in MPEP § 821.03. 
Where the inventions are distinct and of such a nature that the Office compels 
restriction, an election is not waived even though the examiner gives action upon 
the patentability of the claims to the nonelected invention. Ex pane 
Loewenbach, 1904 CD. 170, 110 O.G. 857 (Comm'r Pat. 1904) and In re
